REPORT  OF  THE 
MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 


^Mr.  Mayor  and  Gentlemen, 

! To  the  Mayor,  Alderman  and  Burgesse  of  the  Borough  of 
Beverley. 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Health  Department  for  the  year  1948.  As  I was  appointed 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  Borough  in  June,  1949, 
this  report  is  a record  of  the  work  whilst  Dr.  G.  H.  Taylor, 
M.D.,  D.P.H.,  and  Dr.  G.  Holroyd,  M.R.C.S.,  L.R.C.P., 
D.P.H.,  were  in  charge  of  the  department. 

Since  5th  July,  1948,  the  County  Council  has  taken 
over  responsibility  for  all  the  preventive  Services  under 
Part  3 of  the  National  Health  Service  Act.  These  Services 
comprise,  Provision  of  Health  Centres,  Care  of  Mothers 
and  young  children,  Midwifery,  Health  Visiting,  Home 
Nursing,  Vaccination  and  Immunisation,  Ambulance  Ser- 
vices, Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After-care,  and 
Domestic  help.  As  a result  of  this.  Municipal  Boroughs 
such  as  Beverley  are  no  longer  the  VvVlfare  Authority, 
All  Local  Authority  Hospitals,  including  Fever  Hospitals.^ 
have  been  transferred  to  the  Regional  Hospital  Board. 
District  Councils  are  thus  left  Vv^ith  mainly  Sanitary  duties 
in  Health  matters. 

The  Vital  Statistics  for  the  Borough  are  set  out  in 
tabular  form.  As  in  recent  years  no  comparability  Factor 
is  available,  i.e.,  a “ Factor  " which  would  translate  the 
statistics  of  one  area  into  a comparable  figure,  so  that 
comparisons  with  the  other  areas  could  be  made. 

In  brief,  the  Vital  Statistics  for  Beverley  compare 
favourably  with  similar  tov/ns,  and  with  the  country  as  a 
whole. 

Special  reference  must  be  made  to  the  Infant  Mortality 
Rate  during  1948  which  was  23.1  per  1,000  Live  Births. 
This  shows  a very  marked  improvement  from  previous  years, 
and  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded  for  Beverley.  I venture  to 
suggest  that  it  will  be  amiong  the  lowest  in  the  Country.' 
it  compares  favourably  with  the  rate  for  the  smaller  tov/ns 
in  England  and  Wales,  which  is  32.  This  rate  is  accepted 
as  the  most  delicate  index  of  the  Health  of  a community. 
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The  Crude  Death  Rate  is  12.04,  the  rate  for  the  smaller 
towns  of  England  and  Wales  for  the  same  period  is  10.07. 
However,  in  the  absence  of  a comparability  factor,  no 
definite  inference  can  be  made. 

During  the  year,  there  were  no  deaths  from  Scarlet 
Fever,  Whooping  Cough,  Diphtheria,  Measles,  Poliomyelitis 
or  Infantile  Diarrhoea.  There  was  only  one  death  attri- 
butable to  child-birth.  The  Tuberculosis  death  rate  of 
*39  per  1,000  is  also  a favourable  one.  However,  Local 
Authorities  must  always  be  on  their  guard  to  reduce  in  ail 
possible  ways  the  risk  of  this  infection.  In  the  case  of  a 
country  town  such  as  Beverley,  careful  supervision  of  Milk 
Supplies  and  production  methods  is  most  important. 

On  behalf  of  Dr.  G.  H.  Taylor,  and  Dr.  G.  Holroyd, 
I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Health  Committee  for  their  loyal  support  and  help  during 
the  year,  and  to  extend  to  the  members  of  the  staff  of  the 
Health  Department,  my  appreciation  for  their  co-operation 
and  assistance.

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

The  Shipyard,  Light  Engineering  works  and  Tannery 
continue  to  provide  employment  for  a large  number  of  the 
town’s  population.  The  Welfare  Services  of  the  latter 
appears  to  be  well  organised,  and  the  health  and  conditions 
of  employment  of  the  workers  is  supervised  by  their  own 
JVIedical  Officer.  Efforts  have  been  made  by  the  manage- 
ment to  provide  adequate  sports  grounds,  social  Club  and 
Canteens.  This  is  in  keeping  with  the  modern  trend  of 
industry  which  now  appreciates  the  fact  that  the  maximum 
production  can  only  be  obtained  from  healthy  and  happy 
workers. 

The  town  of  Beverley  is  well  provided  with  open  spaces 
and  sports  grounds  which  are  enjoyed  by  the  local  population 
and  by  many  city  dwellers  from  Hull  who  visit  the  Borough 
at  the  weekends. 

The  provision  of  a new  swimming  bath  for  the  Borough 
has  been  considered  by  the  Council,  and  when  conditions 
permit,  it  is  hoped  that  a more  modern  Swimming  Bath  will 
be  built. 

Although  the  Council  is  no  longer  the  Welfare  Authority, 
I am  sure  they  will  continue  to  give  every  encouragement 
to  the  Welfare  and  Health  Services  within  their  boundary.

(c)  Deaths — 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  year 
as  belonging  to  the  Borough  was  184.  This  is  equal 
to  a death  rate  of  12.04  per  1,000  as  compared  with 
10.7  per  1,000  for  the  smaller  towns  of  England  and 
Wales  and  v/ith  10.8  per  1,000  for  the  Country  as  a 
whole.  As  no  comparability  factor  is  available,  a 
true  comparison  taking  into  account  tl:  e age  of  the 
local  population  cannot  be  made.

{d)  Infant  Mortality — 


There  were  seven  deaths  of  children  under  one  year 
giving  an  Infant  Mortality  rate  of  23.1  per  1,000 
Live  Births.  The  Infant  Mortality  rate  for  the 
smaller  towns  of  England  and  Wales  was  32  per 
1,000  and  for  the  country  as  a whole  34  per  1,000 
live  births.  Full  details  giving  the  causes  of  death 
and  age  distribution  are  given  in  Table  IV.  One 
of  these  was  an  illegitimate  female  child.  The 
figure  of  23.1  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded  for  the 
Borough  and  compares  very  favourably  with  the 
figures  for  the  Country  as  a whole. 

(e)  Deaths  from  Zymotic  Diseases — 

The  Zymotic  death-rate  is  calculated  from  the  seven 
principal  zymotic  diseases.  Smallpox,  Measles, 
Whooping  Cough,  Scarlet  Imver,  Diphtheria,  Enteric 
I'ever,  Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis  (under  two  years).

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
FOR  THE  AREA. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

Specimens  for  bacteriological  and  pathological  ex- 
aminations are  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  in 
Hull,  or  to  the  Laboratories  at  the  Hull  or  Beverley  Hospitals. 
The  bacteriological  examinations  of  Milk,  Water  and  Ice- 
cream are  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service  of  the  Medical  Research  Council  in  Hull. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

(a)  For  infectious  Cases. 

The  Infecious  Diseases  Hospitals  provide  their  own 
Ambulance  for  the  conveyance  of  all  such  cases. 
Since  5th  July,  1948,  all  Infectious  Disease  cases 
have  been  sent  to  Cottingham  or  Bridlington. 

(b)  For  Accident  and  Non-Infectious  Cases. 

Up  to  5th  July,  1948,  an  Ambulance  was  provided 
by  the  Corporation  and  kept  at  the  Police  Station. 
After  this  date  the  Ambulance  Service  became  the 
responsibility  of  the  County  Council  as  the  Local 
Health  Authority. 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE  SERVICE. 

For  the  first  six  months  of  the  year,  the  Borough  was 
the  Welfare  Authority,  and  as  such  provided  a Child  Welfare 
Clinic  which  was  held  weekly  in  Lord  Roberts  Road.  The 
attendances  at  this  Clinic  were  large,  thus  showing  that  the 
Services  provided  were  appreciated  by  the  Mothers  in  the 
Area.

An  Ante  Natal  and  Post  Natal  Clinic  was  held  weekly 
at  which  the  Medical  Officer,  Midwives  and  Health  Visitors 
attended.  Specialist  facilities  were  available  when  necessary, 
and  any  such  cases  were  admitted  to  the  Beverley  Emergency 
Hospital.

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Since  5th  July,  when  the  County  Council  became  the 
Welfare  Authority,  these  services  have  been  continued  as 
before,  and  no  major  changes  have  taken  place. 


l^REMATURE  INFANTS. 

Most  of  these  children  were  cared  for  at  the  home  and 
special  assistance  and  equipment  was  supplied  where  necessary 
The  County  Midwives  and  Health  Visitors  paid  extra 
visits  in  such  cases,  and  where  the  home  conditions  were 
found  to  be  unsuitable.  Mother  and  child  were  transferred 
to  either  the  Beverley  Emergency  Hospital  or  the  Bridlington 
Maternity  Horne. 

Home  Help  Service. 

Prior  to  5th  July,  the  Borough  organised  its  own  Home 
Help  scheme.  After  this  date  the  service  was  carried  on  by 
the  County  Council  who  have  now  appointed  a Home  Help 
organiser  to  co-ordinate  this  service  throughout  the  country. 


Health  Visiting  and  Child  Life  Protection. 

The  two  Health  Visitors  employed  by  the  Borough  as 
Welfare  Authority  were  transferred  to  the  County  Council 
services  after  5th  July,  1948.  They  have  continued  to  work 
in  the  same  capacity  since  this  date  and  combine  the  duties 
of  Health  Visitor  and  School  Nurse. 

The  Health  Visitors  paid  20  visits  to  the  Homes  of 
Foster  Mothers. 

The  number  of  Mothers  registered  as.  Foster  Parents  at 
the  end  of  the  year  was  four. 

The  number  of  Foster  Children  was  five. 

As  a result  of  the  Curtis  report  on  the  care  of  Children, 
each  Local  Authority  has  now  to  appoint  a Children’s 
Officer  to  supervise  and  look  after  the  Welfare  of,  all  boarded 
out  Children  in  their  area.

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,

During  1948  there  were  an  increased  number  of  notifica- 
tions of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  as  compared  with  the 
previous  year.  However,  this  outbreak  was  not  confined  to 
Beverley,  but  was  part  of  a general  increase  which  occurred 
throughout  the  Country.  The  majority  of  the  cases  of 
Measles  were  in  the  third  quarter  of  the  year  and  the  in- 
cidence of  infection  at  this  time  may  be  accentuated  by  the 
gathering  together  of  School  Children.  However,  the  main 
responsibility  for  preventing  the  spread  of  Measles  in  a 
community  will  always  finally  rest  on  the  parents,  as  if 
proper  precautions  are  taken  in  the  home  to  prevent  a case 
coming  into  contact  with  other  susceptible  children,  a very 
important  step  has  been  taken  in  preventing  spread. 

There  is  a definite  tendency  among  Mothers  to  look  upon 
^leasles  as  a Disease  which  all  children  sooner  or  later  con- 
tract, and  I consider  the  prevalence  of  this  idea  to  be  one 
of  the  primary  reasons  for  slackness  in  the  control  of  contacts 
and  convalescent  cases.  The  Local  Authority  must  try  to 
bring  home  to  all  parents  the  importance  of  isolating  every 
individual  case,  as  the  complications  following  Measles  are 
fairly  high. 

These  remarks  can  also  be  applied  to  Whooping  Cough’ 
and  parents  must  be  taught  that  Whooping  Cough  cases  are 
potentially  dangerous  in  themselves,  and  that  there  is  also 
danger  of'  grave  after  effects.  All  cases  of  Measles  and 
Whooping  Cough,  no  matter  how  mild,  should  be  put  to  bed 
under  the  care  of  a Doctor  until  the  Doctor  says  the  child  is 
free  to  go  about.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  IN  THE  AREA. 

Housing. 

The  Housing  shortage  in  Beverley  continues  and  many 
complaints  are  still  received  from  families  without  houses 
or  in  very  poor  housing  conditions.  No  detailed  Housing 
Survey  has  recently  been  carried  out  in  the  Borough.  This 
may  be  required  in  the  near  future  to  allow  an  estimate  for 
the  provision  of  clearance  schemes,  etc.,  in  the  area,  and  to 
guide  the  Housing  Committee  on  the  type  and  number  of 
houses  required. 

Water. 

In  January,  1948,  the  Hull  Corporation  undertook  to 
supply  the  Borough  with  Water.  This  is  pumped  by  a 
Booster  Plant  to  a service  Reservoir  at  the  top  of  Walkington 
Road,  and  is  fed  to  the  town  by  gravity.  This  change  of 
water  supply  was  due  to  blasting  operations  in  a quarry  near 
the  previous  Water  Works  having  opened  a fissure  in  the 
Well  which  resulted  in  contamination  of  the  Borough  supply^ 

Meat  Inspection. 

All  Meat  killed  at  the  Ministry  Slau^^hter  House  was 
inspected  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  or  his  Assistant.

To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Burgesses  of  the  Borough 
of  Beverley. 

Mr.  Mayor,  Gentlemen. 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  the  accompanying 
Report  on  the  work  carried  out  in  my  department  for  the 
year  ending  31st  December,  1948. 

Mr.  H.  O.  Hallsworth  resigned  from  the  position  of 
Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  in  September,  1948,  and  I suc- 
ceeded him  in  November,  1948.  The  accompanying  Report, 
therefore,  is  chiefly  a record  of  vork  carried  out  while  the 
department  was  under  the  control  of  Mr.  Flallsworth. 

Mr.  L.  Cornforth  resigned  from  the  position  of  Additional 
Sanitary  Inspector  in  December,  1948. 

During  the  year  use  of  water  from  the  Beverley  Water- 
w’oiks  was  discontinued  and  the  whole  of  the  supply  was 
taken  from  the  Hull  Waterworks. 

Apart  from  routine  work,  w'hich  has  been  well  main- 
tained, much  work  has  been  carried  out  to  secure  the 
abolition  of  earth  closets  in  the  town,  resulting  in  a reduction 
of  92  in  the  number  of  this  very  unsatisfactory  form  of 
sanitary  convenience.  This,  together  with  84  houses 
provided  with  an  internal  water  supply,  is,  in  my  opinion, 
a very  important  contribution  to  the  improvement  of  living 
standards  in  the  town. 

An  intensive  waste  paper  drive  was  undertaken  during 
three  months  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  and  the  total  of 
85j  tons  collected  during  that  time  considerably  boosted 
our  annual  waste  paper  collection  figures. 

I w’ould  take  this  opportunity,  on  behalf  of  Mr.  Halls- 
worth and  myself,  of  thanking  the  Chairman  and  members 
of  the  Health  Committee,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and 
the  members  of  my  staff  for  their  valuable  assistance  and 
support  during  the  year.

HOUSING. 

Routine  maintenance  of  houses  has  been  continued 
during  the  year.  Landlords  generally  took  advantage  of  the 
somewhat  easier  position  with  regard  to  the  supply  of 
materials,  but  high  costs  of  labour  and  materials  set  a limit 
to  the  amount  of  work  that  could  be  undertaken.  The 
structural  condition  of  many  houses  in  the  Borough 
therefore  continues  to  be  unsatisfactory  and  the  general 
housing  standard  is  low,  so  that  inevitably,  when  slum- 
clearance  is  re-commenced,  an  extensive  programme  awaits 
us. 

Eight  houses  in  Clearance  Areas  confirmed  in  1939 
become  so  dilapidated  during  the  year  that  they  had  to  be 
demolished. 

Overcrowding,  with  the  lowering  of  social  standards 
which  it  brings  with  it,  continues  to  be  present  in  the 
Borough  to  a considerable  extent.  The  reduction  of  this 
will,  it  seems,  be  a long  and  laborious  process.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

On  12th  January,  1948,  the  water  drawn  from  the  wells 
at  the  Beverley  Waterworks  was  found  to  be  discoloured. 
On  investigation  it  proved  to  be  heavily  contaminated  and 
chlorination  of  the  suppty  was  immediately  increased  as  a 
temporary  measure.  The  Ministry  of  Health  and  all  in- 
terested parties  were  called  into  conference  the  following 
day  and  it  was  decided  immediately  to  discontinue  the  use 
of  the  Beverley  supply  of  water  and  take  the  whole  of  our 
supplies  from  Hull,  a mobile  booster  pump  being  used  to 
raise  the  water  to  the  reservoir,  which  had  meanwhile  been 
cleansed  and  sterilised.  Investigations,  including  levelling 
and  colour  tests,  carried  out  shortly  afterwards  proved  that 
blasting  operations  at  a nearby  quarry  had  opened  fissures 
almost  directly  into  the  wells  and  this  was  undoubtedly  the 
source  of  the  pollution. 

Eighty-three  samples  of  the  town’s  water  supply  were 
taken  from  these  sources  during  the  year,  the  results  of

SWIMMING  BATHS. 

There  are  no  privately  owned  swimming  baths  in 
Beverley.  I'he  Council  own  one  swimming  bath,  which  is 
not  very  satisfactory.  There  is  no  continuous  treatment 
jirovided  for  the  water,  although  chloride  of  lime  is  added 
by  hand  as  required,  and  the  bath  is  emptied  and  filled  three 
times  a week. 

'J'wo  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  the  swimming 
bath  for  bacteriological  examination  and  were  found  to  be 
satisfactory. 
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MOVEABLE  DW  ELLINGS. 

There  are  four  licences  in  force  in  Beverley,  one  a 
licence  for  the  use  of  land  and  three  licences  authorising 
the  use  of  moveable  dwellings. 

In  the  case  of  the  one  site  licence,  there  v/ere  approxi- 
mately 10  caravans  in  occupation  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
Conditions  are  attached  to  the  licence  limiting  the  number 
of  caravans  and  requiring  the  dw^ellings  to  be  adequately 
spaced.  The  number  of  dwellings  on  this  site  varies  through- 
out the  year,  and  is  largely  occupied  by  persons  in  the 
Travelling  Show  business. 

The  three  other  licences  are  for  moveable  dwellings 
which  are  permanently  occupied. 

COMMON  LODGING-HOUSES. 

There  are  two  registered  Common  Lodging-houses  in 
the  Borough  and  28  inspections  were  made  at  the  premises. 
Both  these  buildings  v/ere  maintained  satisfactorily  during 
the  year,  although  in  the  case  of  one  of  them  this  was  only 
achieved  by  constant  supervision. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

Seventeen  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  in- 
fectious disease  and  disinfection  of  four  premises  was  carried 
out. 

FILTHY  OR  VERMINOUS  PREMISES. 

A total  of  62  visits  v/ere  paid  to  24  filthy  or  verminous 
premises. 

Eleven  Council  and  13  non-Council  houses  were  dis- 
infested, the  method  used  being  DDT  spray  or  fumigation. 

The  furniture  of  all  prospective  tenants  of  Council 
houses  is  inspected  by  the  Housing  Manager,  and,  where 
necessary,  or  as  a precautionary  measure,  works  of  dis- 
infestation are  carried  out.  During  the  year  63  lots  of 
bedding  were  disinfested. 

The  practice  of  issuing  insect  powder  to  tenants  of 
Council  houses  was  continued,  25  such  issues  being  made.

Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

Three  hundred  and  sixty  two  visits  were  made  to  the 
Ministry  of  Food’s  Slaughter-house  and  the  carcases  and 
organs  of  791  oxen,  165  cows,  278  calves,  3,507  sheep  and 
lambs,  and  159  pigs  have  been  examined.

These  results,  which  show  that  23%  of  the  samples 
taken  were  unsatisfactory,  are  a big  improvement  upon  last 
year’s  figures  which  showed  54%  of  the  samples  to  be  un- 
satisfactory, but  they  are  still  not  good  enough  and  the 
quality  of  ice-cream  will  call  for  careful  attention  next 
year. 

Seven  of  the  above  samples  were  taken  from  Beverley 
manufacturers.  Of  these  four  were  placed  in  Provisional 
Grade  1,  two  were  placed  in  Provisional  Grade  2 and  one  was 
placed  in  Provisional  Grade  3. 

When  samples  of  ice-cream  fall  into  Grades  3 or  4 
investigations  are  carried  out  at  the  place  of  sale  and  manu- 
facturers and  officers  of  the  Local  Authority  concerned 
notified.

A further  treatment  of  the  whole  of  the  town’s  sewers 
was  carried  out  during  the  year  together  with  special  treat- 
ment given  to  areas  known  to  be  heavily  infested.  A total 
of  300  baits  were  laid  throughout  the  sewers  and  it  is 
estimated  that  733  rats  were  killed  as  a result.  Following  up 
treatment  on  the  sewers,  when,  for  the  first  time,  inspection 
chambers  near  sewer  manholes  were  also  treated,  sub- 
sequently accounted  for  a further  770  rats. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  147  infestations  were  dealt 
with,  including  121  private  dwelling-houses,  17  business 
premises  and  9 local  authority  premises.  The  estimated 
kill  in  the.se  infestations  amounted  to  1925  rats.

PETROLEUM  ACTS  AND  ORDERS. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  32  premises  were  licensed  to 
store  petroleum  spirit  and  two  to  store  carbide  of  calcium. 
Five  visits  have  been  paid  to  these  premises  during  the 
year. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING  AND  SALVAGE. 

. During  the  year,  4,695  loads  of  refuse  have  been  collected 
from  private  dwelling  houses  and  business  premises  in  the 
town.  Only  a very  small  amount  of  this  was  actually 
weighed  so  estimation  of  the  weight  is  difficult  but  from  data 
available,  a provisional  figure  would  be  4,500  tons.  All  the 
refuse  in  the  town,  other  than  that  salvaged,  was  disposed 
of  by  Controlled  Tipping. 

To  the  year  ending  31st  March,  1949,  a total  of  260 
tons  of  materials  were  salvaged,  including  222  tons  of  waste 
paper.  The  total  amount  received  from  the  sale  of  salvage 
was  ;f2,069,  of  which  £1,865  was  provided  by  the  sale  of 
waste  paper.
